Dear Mr. President: 

It Is indeed gratifying to read in the March issue of "The Teamster” 
that the Gen*'**' Executive Boar d passed the resolution recommending 
that local unions organize credit tlHI M fTS , !OP MU' Ullifefit of their 
members. 

In October of 1956, it was my privilege to help organize the Burgle 
Federal Credit Union, which is open for any employye to Join. 

Here, in San Francisco, we have four major breweries — Burgermeister, 
Harmns, Regal Pale, and Lucky Lager. Of the four, only Lucky Lager does 
not have a credit union; however, I helped organize Hamms, and am at¬ 
tempting to help organize one at the Lucky Lager plant. 

1 feel that If we can get all the local breweries organized, perhaps 
we could have a group wherein we could help one another in the matter 
of finances and mutual assistance. 

All of these credit unions have payroll deduction plans, as Management 
has cooperated to this extent. Within our own credit union, Management 
has been very liberal. They have provided a special office and have 
allowed me, as Treasurer, lj hours dally, on company time, to conduct 
credit union business. 

The purpose of my writing to you was to offer a suggestion. Perhaps 
an ammendment could be added to the resolution which would allow all 
*■> operate during a strike, whether the credit union 
orrice is on co y property or noi. 

During the month of May last year, our industry was involved in a 
strike. The secretaries of the various locals would not give me 
sanction to operate the credit union. I believe this was an error 
of Judgement on their part. Upon the direction of the Board of 
Directors of our credit union, I made an appeal to Mr. Einor Mohn, 
a copy of which is enclosed. I am also enclosing a financial

Tha noard of uireotora of the Burgle Federal Credit Onion, 
on behalf of ita four hundred and fifty aeabera, wish to appeal to you 
to prevail upon tha Seoretariaa of tha Bravery Locale to allow tha 
Credit Onion to operate froe ita headquartera, whioh they haye denied. 

By aotion of th« Seoretary of Local 896, the Traaaurar waa 
compelled to aoya all hia equipment to his horn and operate froa hia oar. 

Thia Credit Onion haa oyer 1125,000.00 ir shares and has 
loaned ita eaabere oyer 15000.00 sinoe the atrike. However, aue to thia 
reatriotion aany uanoera will os denied tha right of borrowing their own 
■oney. 


da feel that you are aware of tha great contribution Credit 
Oniona are asking to tha workers of today, particularly in tha 
building of eoral when workers are on atrike and oan ooaa to thair Credit 
Onion for finanoiai. aaaiatunoe. 

Thia Credit Onion ia a Federal Chartered one and ia compelled 
to operate by Federal regulations. The aathou under whioh it is now 
oparating ia in violation of Federal regulations. 

In liaouaaing tha situation with Hr. Clarence Murphy, Managing 
Liraotor of the California Credit Onion League, of whioh we are a mater, 
ha inform ua that thia ia tha first Onion to hia knowledge which would 
not allow the Credit Onion to oarry on ita business with its teabera during 
a strike, anu cited nueerous situations, such as the strike in the oil 
industry in Contra Coats Countyj alao the -astern Lleotrio Coepsny. 

We oertainly xoulu appreoiate any influence whioh you say use to 
oonvinoe the aeoretaries of the various locals that the Credit Oniona should 
bo allowed to operate for trie Benefit of all mature. 

Thanking you in bahajf of all the eenoers of this Credit Onion 
for any aervioe ehioh you my render in behaif of their general welfare,
